THE NUMBERS GAME 


Coaches everywhere play it. 


But nowhere is it more critical 
than in the National Football 
League. 


It’s called the numbers game and 
the local version is being conducted 
at the Chiefs training base in Lib- 
erty. The rules are relatively simple. 
You bring 80 or so people to camp 
and then get your roster down to 43 
by the time the regular season opens. 


In other words, you get rid of 
about as many people as you keep. 


The Chiefs roster now numbers 
60 players. To reach that limit, the 
team waived 10 players last Tues- 
day. The next mandatory cutdown, 
to 52, won't be until the end of 
August. But the going will still be 
rough for most of the survivors. 
Waivers from other clubs constantly 
provide a new pool of available tal- 
ent, some of which the Chiefs will 
claim from time to time. 


Conversations with Paul Wiggin 
and his coaching staff provide an 
outlook into the current squad. 
Here’s a capsule summary of the 
1977 Chiefs going into tonight’s 
Arrowhead preseason opener. 


Offense 


Wiggin made only one personnel 
change in his staff, bringing in Jack 
Christiansen to tutor the offensive 
backs, Chet Franklin, who formerly 
coached the runners, has shifted his 
attention to the linebackers. All 
other stations remain the same, 
though there will be no offensive 
or defensive coordinators under 
Wiggin’s realignment. 


“I believe we're in good shape, 
running back-wise,” says Christian- 
sen, who came to Kansas City from 
Stanford University. The head coach 
there for nine years, Christiansen 
believes the Chiefs will keep either 
five or six backs, headed by veterans 
MacArthur Lane and Ed Podolak. 
“We haven't had Mac or Ed in much 
contact yet, and Ed’s completely 
healthy this year, so that’s a plus 
for us,” he says, “I expect them to 
both play a little more this week 
than the one quarter we used them 
against Detroit.” 


_ Backing them up are two promis- 
ing rookies, second round draft 
choice Tony Reed and fourth pick

Mark Bailey. “We like what we've 
seen of these two so far,” says 
Christiansen, Reed carried eight 
times for 28 yards against the Lions 
and Bailey had the top rushing night 
for Kansas City with 55 yards on 
three carries. One of those was a 
52-yard jaunt down the sideline on 
a short-yardage attempt. 


Christiansen feels he needs to see 
more of Arnold Morgado, Glynn 
Harrison and Pat McNeil in game 
situations, “The only way to make 
a logical (personnel) decision is to 
see people in a game,” he says. As 
for how many runners he eventually 
ends up with, Christiansen adds, 
“Its going to depend on the value 
of the extra man on special teams,” 
a theme echoed by a majority of the 
club’s coaches. 

Bob Schnelker has responsibility 
for quarterbacks and the passing 
game. His starters at tight end and 
wide receiver are, barring injury, 
well defined: Walter White at tight 
end and Henry Marshall and Larry 
Brunson at the split receiver and 
flanker positions. The backup roles, 
though, are still to be determined. 


“Walter White is Walter White,” 
says Schnelker. “Good hands, great 
speed, although I think he’s a better 
blocker now than he was a year 
ago.” Two aspirants look to back up 
White. They are fourth round selec- 
tion Tony Samuels and Ed Beck- 
man, a free agent. 


“Beckman impresses me,” says 
Schnelker. “He’s very aware of what 
he’s doing on the field. Good hands, 
Fair blocker, but he should improve. 
Td say he is a strong possibility. 
Samuels is a very good physical 
specimen. The fact he went to a 
small school program means he has 
some work to do in terms of funda- 
mentals, but I think he'll come 
around.” Speed and good hands are 
Samuels’s prime attributes. 


Five wide receivers currently are 
vying for three, possibly four, spots. 
Schnelker notes the improvement of 
Henry Marshall as primary when 
discussing the receiver slot. “Henry's 
more relaxed now. He started to 
learn to do that the latter part of 
last year, but now he’s even better 
than before. He’s more comfortable 
and certain of himself. He’s the ideal 
sort of player at that position for 
our offensive tendencies.” 


Brunson, who made the Chiefs in 
1974 on his third try in the NFL, 
continues to improve steadily, “His 
ability to get open, coupled with 
Marshall on the other side, makes 
him extremely valuable,” 


Lawrence Williams, a kick re- 
turner who caught but one pass a 
year ago, has also made a favorable. 
impression. “Williams is both faster 
and quicker than ever before and I 
believe he's more determined to 
make this ballclub than in the past,” 
says Schnelker. “His kick return 
abilities give him an even better op- 
portunity to help us.” Two rookies, 
draftee Waddell Smith and free 
agent Travis McCord, hope to crack 
the group. “Smith is primarily a 
track guy and as such he’s still learn- 
ing some of the fine points of the 
game. McCord hasn’t had much of 
a chance as yet, He’s a Barry Pear- 
son-type of player in that he has 
good moves and hands. We intend 
to give him a chance to show what 
he can do,” 


The quarterback picture has got- 
ten better and better each of Wig- 
gin’s three camps. Mike Livingston, 
who did not play last week, will see 
his first preseason action tonight. 
Tony Adams is his backup and the 
third spot is being contested be- 
tween second-year Mike Nott and 
Mark Vitali, an 11th round draft 
choice. 

Livingston is the unquestioned 
number one for the first time in his 
career, Coming off a banner 1976 
season, he feels this year will be 
every bit as productive. “Even better 
IT hope. We have a lot of good people 
around who weren't here before. I 
can’t help but be enthusiastic when 
T look around and see how Henry's 
gotten better and then some of the 
rookies we got.” 


Adams, who played a half against 
the Lions, is eminently capable and 
might well be starting for other NFL 
teams. Nott got into only one game 
a year ago, that a cameo role against 
Pittsburgh, while Vitali is a rookie 
from Purdue, 

Protecting the quarterbacks and 
opening the holes for the runners 
will be an offensive line that coach 
Joe Spencer feels is greatly im- 
proved over a year ago. “And I 
felt we did pretty well in ’76,” 
Spencer says, adding that his troops 


will be reinforced with several new 
faces. 

At center, Pro Bowler Jack Rud- 
nay will be backed up by Charlie 
Ane, the snapper on punts and 
placekicks. The tackles are Matt 
Herkenhoff and Jim Nicholson, 
along with Bob Simmons, a free 
agent who was a New Orleans 
draftee a year ago. Charlie Getty 
and Tom Condon hold down the 
guard slots, but a promising as- 
pirant is fourth round draft choice 
Darius Helton, whose progress in 
camp has been slowed by _ partial 
shoulder separation. Rod Walters, 
the club’s first draft choice a year 
ago, backs up Herkenhoff and lends 
the team quality depth within the 
offensive line, Another two-dimen- 
sional performer is Orrin Olsen, 
who has been used at both center 
and guard. 

“We've been coming along pretty 
well,” says Spencer. “But we've got 
some ways to go before the regular 
season starts, too.” 


Defense 


While the Chiefs offense rolled in 
"76, the defense sagged to a No. 27 
finish in the NFL. That was better 
than only one other team in the 
league, so Wiggin, Tom Bettis, Tom 
Pratt and now Chet Franklin have 
devoted numerous waking hours to 
an improvement in the unit. Much 
of the personnel is the same from a 
year ago. While that fact has raised 
some speculation the group will not 
improve, the coaches feel otherwise. 

Pratt’s job is to regroup the de- 
fensive line, thus relieving rush pres- 
sure on the linebackers and the sec- 
ondary. “I think we're getting there,” 
Pratt says. “When you look at our 
situation compared to a year ago, 
you didn’t see a Whitney Paul at 
end. Now he’s one of our best 
players and he’s definitely an NFL 
calibre end, He’s quick to make 
things happen. 

“Then you take a guy like Willie 
Lee. Paul said he couldn’t think of 
a guy who’s been working any 
harder than Willie and I agree. He’s 
continuing to learn the fundamentals 
of the tackle position. Willie’s ex- 
tremely strong but he must learn to 
stay down when the ball is snapped. 
He has the tendency to rise up and 
it’s just something we have to keep 
working on, 


“Cornelius Walker has extremely 
good quickness. He'll be helped by 
some of our new alignments. He has 
pass rushing abilities and can run 
plays down, and those are the kinds 
of things you're looking for.” 

Pratt believes Keith Simons, a 
third round dratftee in ’76, is picking 
up where he left off after a knee 
injury last year, “Keith is our most 
fundamental player in the defensive 
line. He plays it by the book. Keith’s 
the kind of guy who probably won't 
be the first to get to the passer, but 
he cleans up the pass rush so well 
that if the quarterback steps up, 
he’s going to run into Keith.” 

Wilbur Young is the senior mem- 
ber of the line, heading into his 
seventh Chiefs season. “We've got 
to have a good year from Wilbur 
and he knows it, too. But he’s with 
us and with what the coaching staff 
is trying to accomplish, And I can 
say this about Will. He wants to 
have as good or better a year than 
all of us want him to.” 

Pratt estimates he'll have six line- 
men when the roster is pared to 43. 
Bob Maddox, John Lohmeyer and 


Bud Magrum all are candidates for 
work, Magrum, an emigrant from 
the CFL, has been injured of late 
and has not had a real chance to be 
evaluated. Maddox and Lohmeyer, 
as well as Lawrence Estes, have 
flexibility as an asset. All three have 
played either tackle or end in their 
tenure with the Chiefs. 

At linebacker, a familiar trio will 
greet opposing ballcarriers, Willie 
Lanier, Jim Lynch and Billy An- 
drews all eschewed retirement for 
at least one more year, This news 
was greeted enthusiastically by Chet 
Franklin, who feels the younger 
players the Chiefs drafted have an 
immediate opportunity to learn from 
the threesome, “When you've got 
quality people, it rubs off,” says 
Franklin, who’s no stranger to de- 
fense, having coached the 49ers sec- 
ondary in 1974, 

Behind Lanier is second-year 
Jimbo Elrod, Another second-year 
man, Dave Rozumek, is behind An- 
drews while veteran Clyde Werner 
backs up Lynch, Two drafted rook-

NICE GIRLS 


What's a nice girl like you doing right 
in the seam of our hook zone? 

“‘Cora’’ and *‘‘Sally.’’ **Wanda,”” 
“*Meg,”” and **Sue.”” 

A word of caution: 

These people have one thing in com- 
mon in addition to cute names. 

They're apt to knock you silly. 

They aren't girls and they aren't nice. 

All those good-sounding handles are 
just another way of nicknaming de- 
fensive backs and linebackers, 

In fact, while it might not sound 
biologically possible, Sue, Meg, and 
Wanda aren't a bit different than Sam, 
Mo, and Will, who, by the way, have 
nothing to do with the Three Stooges. 

Want to know what goes on, down 
on that field? Want to know what it is 
they're saying, when you can see them, 
all the time shouting to one another 
and raising fingers and pointing and 
waving? 

Communicating, that’s what! 

Defenses are set in the huddle and 
then redesigned at the line of scrim- 
mage, depending on the offensive set. 
Variations within a given defense are 
being called by a linebacker and a corner, 
a corner and a safety, a linebacker and a 
defensive lineman. All of them relay 
their last second changes in tactics to 
their teammates through a code of au- 
dible signals, 

The same thing happens on offense, 
probably more so. The play the quarter- 
back calls in the huddle might get 
changed a couple of times before the 
ball is snapped. The blocking the quar- 
terback sets in the huddle might abort 
when the defense changes its look; the 
center would then change up the block- 
ing assignments at the line. 

Clarifying those examples given, 
and admitting that there are many more 
names not mentioned here: 

Cora means cornerback. 

Sally means safety man. 

Cora and Sally usually work in com- 
binations, there being two of each, 
left and right. 

Sam and Sue are strongside line- 
backers 

Meg, Mo, and a late-entry, Mike, 
are middle linebackers, 

Wanda and Will are weakside line- 
backers. 

Strong and weak are determined for 
the defense by the offense. If the tight 
end (tersely called Y) lines up on the 
right side of the offensive line, then the 
formation is strong to the right with 


three men on the right side of the center. 
Now, if Y hunkers down on the offen- 
sive left, then we are strong left. 

As if it isn’t bad enough that the bet- 
ter part of twenty-two guys are all hol- 
lering signals at the same time, you also 
have the fake-holler, Quarterbacks are 
not above barking out a string of gib- 
berish ticketed for the sole purpose of 
confusing the defense. And defenses 
aren't above doing the same thing. 

The finished product, from the time 
everybody gets down in a stance until 
the ball is snapped, sounds not unlike 
an argument in a Chinese laundry. 

A practicing quarterback in this busi- 
ness once set up to throw behind out- 
standing protection, pumped, and fired. 
Great-looking pass! It went squarely 
into the hands of a shocked linebacker 
and nowhere near the intended receiver. 

Huffing to the bench, the quarterback 
snarled, ‘‘Where ‘n hell’d he come 
from?"* 

The quarterback’s head coach ob- 
served dryly, *‘Not from the black- 
board.”” 

It may be noted that this same coach, 
a quarterback and punter in his playing 
days, was himself once uniquely touched 
by the fates in Franklin Field. 

Punt formation . . . bad, short snap 
from center. . . big rush . . . hurry-up 
kick 

All of which resulted in his punting 
the ball approximately two feet before 
it struck squarely against the buttocks 
of his own center.

TONIGHT’S GAME 


“We are not satisfied, obviously.” 

That, in capsule form, summed 
up Paul Wiggin’s feeling in the after- 
math of Kansas City’s 17-0 loss to 
Detroit in the preseason opener. 

But the Chiefs head coach noted 
upon looking at the films of the 
Lions contest that he did observe 
some positive aspects of his team’s 
play. 

“We had a lot of opportunities 
and we just didn’t take advantage 
of any of them,” said Wiggin. “Right 
now we are trying to develop a win- 
ning football team for 1977. I think 
in many ways we are on target right 
now. I know a 17-0 score doesn’t 
look like it but I believe we are.” 

The remaining preseason schedule 
gets no easier for the Chiefs as they 
entertain the Pittsburgh Steelers this 
evening. “But that’s good for us be- 
cause it will be a good test,” says 
Wiggin. “Pittsburgh and Washing- 
ton (the Chiefs opponent next 
Thursday in the nation’s capital) are 
two of the better teams in the NFL 
and we want to be there, too. I think 
this team will pick up the pieces and 
get rolling.” 

Mike Livingston, who did not see 
action against the Lions, is expected 
to get the starting call at quarter- 
back for Kansas City. “Mike fits 
into our offensive system very well,” 
says his head coach. “He did every- 
thing we asked of him a year ago 
and then some.” 

Newcomers provided much of the 
Chiefs offensive impetus in the 


opener. Fullback Mark Bailey ran 
52 yards up the left sideline, a run 
longer than any last year save one 
by a Chiefs rusher. Tony Reed, the 
club’s second draft choice from Col- 
orado, ran eight times and picked up 
28 yards. 

The Steelers opened summertime 
activity with a come-from-behind 
28-24 win over the Buffalo Bills. 
Terry Bradshaw threw three touch- 
down passes in bringing the Steelers 
from behind on three different oc- 
casions. Former Kansas star Laverne 
Smith, a fourth round Steelers draft 
choice, returned kickoffs 54 and 52 
yards to set up scoring rallies. 

The Records: Pittsburgh is 1-0. 
Kansas City is 0-1. 


The Series: The Chiefs and Steel- 
ers have never met in preseason 
play. The clubs have faced each 
other six times in regular season 
competition with the Steelers win- 
ning four times, the Chiefs two. 


The Last Time: A game that cat- 
alyzed Pittsburgh's run to the 1976 
playoffs, the Steelers handed Kansas 
City its first regular season shutout 
since 1963. The score was 45-0. 

Next Week; It’s a short week for 
the Chiefs. After tonight they meet 
the Washington Redskins next 
Thursday evening in Washington’s 
Robert F. Kennedy Stadium. Kick- 
off is 7:00 p.m. Kansas City time. 
The Steelers meet the New York 
Jets at Giants Stadium one week 
from tonight.

Following the contract settlement 
between the owners and NFL 
players and the revolutionary owners 
meeting that produced competitive 
scheduling and a longer regular 
season schedule, Chiefs owner 
Lamar Hunt sat down and talked 
with newsmen about the status of 
the sport. Always candid and to the 


point, Hunt wasted little time in 
summarizing his feelings. 

“There has never been a more 
positive general attitude about pro 
football than at present. I came 
away very optimistic about the game 
in general and the Chiefs in 
particular. I think the events of the 
last few years inflicted things on 
the general public that they were not 
interested in . . . things like strikes, 
labor disputes, etc. . . . Sports fans 
want to hear about who we are going 
to play and what kind of team we 
are going to have. They want to 
hear about football and we are 
going back to that in 1977.” 

Thus, a new era begins to dawn 
for the NFL, with all its changes of 
late, and for the Kansas City Chiefs, 
who begin their third year of 
reorganization behind the team’s 
personable head coach Paul Wiggin.

JACK STEADMAN 


Last August, when the Chiefs 
began the second season of their 
new approach and reorganization, 
owner Lamar Hunt promoted 
Jack Steadman to president of the 
Kansas City Chiefs Football Club. 
In making the announcement, Hunt 
said Steadman would continue to 
be in charge of all operations for the 
Chiefs and Worlds of Fun and 
would now concentrate his efforts 
on the future growth and expansion 
plans of both Kansas City-based 
organizations. 


Considered one of the top 
administrators in professional 
athletics, Steadman has acquired a 
long list of illustrious credentials 
and achievements in his 17-year 
association with the Chiefs and pro 
football. The Chiefs, over the past 
17 seasons, have been among pro 
football's most successful franchises 
and much of that success is 
attributable to Steadman. 

“In my opinion,” contends 
Steadman, “the success of any 
business is directly related to the 
quality and dedication of the people 
who make up the organization.

Steadman has been the head of 


future under Wiggin and provided 
the head coach with a brand new 
three-year contract following the 
1976 season. 

Hunt begins his 18th season as 
the head man of the Chiefs. He also 
continues as president of the 
American Football Conference of 
the NFL and continues to be a 
leader and innovator among the 28 
clubs of the league. 

At the age of 26 in 1959, this 
quiet Texan formed the American 
Football League and served as its 
first president. His franchise, the 
Dallas Texans, moved to Kansas 
City prior to the 1963 season. 

In 1972 Hunt became the first 
AFL figure to be enshrined in pro 
football’s Hall of Fame. Long active 
in community and civic affairs both 
in Dallas and Kansas City, Hunt 
continues his involvement outside of 
his business activities. 


the Chiefs administrative staff since 
November of 1960 when Hunt 
named him general manager of the 
Dallas Texans of the American 
Football League. He was promoted 
to executive vice president and 
general manager of the Chiefs in 
1966 and to president last August. 

As the Chiefs head into their 
sixth season in Arrowhead, much of 
the stadium, acclaimed nationally 
as one of the finest sports facilities 
in the world, reflects the personality 
of Jack Steadman.

CHIEFS HEAD COACH 
Year II of the Paul Wiggin era commences with his belief that the Chiefs at last 


have the quality. peebpuel it takes to begin returning Kansas City to prominence in the 
National Football League. 


With the fruits of two good drafts upon which to continue the rebuilding effort, 
Wiggin approaches 1977 with an unbounded enthusiasm that is, even for him, 
remarkable, 


“To be honest, I wasn't as excited a year ago as I am right now heading into this 
season,” said Wiggin. “You know, going into fase year, I wasn't scared but there were 
a lot of question marks with nearly every aspect of the team. We answered some of the 
auestions—posttively —in 1976. I am equally hopeful we can answer the rest this time 
around,” 


Wiggin’s first two Chiefs squads compiled identical 5-9 records, Other than the 
similarity of records, however, the head coach was far more pleased overall with his 
second squad compared to his first. “We learned a lot last year, We made progress 
number of key areas. We learned we had an offense that could move the football 
We also learned we need to improve drastically on defense.” 


Such candor is not surprising from the 42-year-old Wiggin, who inherited a cli 
eat need of repair when he was named head coach of the Chiefs on January 23, 
it is a trait Kansas Citians have come to expect. from him ever since he became o 
the second head coach in the 17-year history of the franchise. The honesty of feel 
as players and fans alike have discovered over the past two years, manifests itself 
in good times and bad. “I have a strong belief the main thing you derive from this) 
game is the respect of the people around you,” Wiggin has said on many occa 


He and his team earned the deltas of the National Football League a year ago. 
the Chiefs offense finished third in the AFC behind a pair of playoff teams, 
Baltimore and Oakland, Kansas City’s passing game, with Mike Livingston at the 
throttle, ranked second, a mere four yards off the top rung in all of the NFL. 


Wiggin graduated to the Chiefy from the staff of the San Francisco 49ers, After) 
Dick Nolan was named 49ers coach in 1968, he added Wiggin to bis staff as defensive 
line coach, then in 1974 increased his responsibilities to those of defensive coordinator, 


Wiggin ‘ed 11 seasons as a defensive end with the Cleveland Browns, retiring, 
after the 1967 season, During that time, he achieved Pro Bowl recognition twice 
(1966 and 1968) and played in three NFL title games with the Browns, including, - 
Cleveland's 1964 world championship. Drafted as a future by the Browns in 1956, he 
began his playing career the following season. He entered coaching with the 49ers 
immediately upon his retirement as a player. 


Wiggin’s first two years in Kansas City haye produced several of the high points in 
the franchise’s history. His first regular season victory as a head coach came in a 
42-10 rout of the Oakland Raiders. There was the Monday night upset in Dallas, when 
the Chiefs rallied for a three-point win over the eventual NFC champions. Then 
last year, after four losses in succession, came the miracle “flea-flicker” comeback in 
Washington that produced a victory, over the Redskins, A week later, Kansas City 
eae jami even-up in the Orange Bowl—and was rewarded with an overtime 
triumph. 


But most all of Wiggin’s 28 games as a head coach have been marked by one 
distinguishing charactenstic: excitement, The 1975-76 Chiefs turned cornets Of sorts 
Football at Arrowhead was fun again, a quality missing the previous few seasons 
BriSN to Wiggin’s artiyal. A feeling of optimism, generated largely by Wiggin and 

lis staff, returned to and within the squad. 


“We'll be worth watching in 1977,” Wiggin says simply of his club, one that has 
received a badly-needed transfusion from the last two drafts, In the two years he has 
directed the Chiefs fortunes, Wiggin has become a firm believer in building a squad 
through the draft. “You start off believing that because it makes sense,” he says. 
“Then you look at the teams that have a lot of draft choices and you discover they're 
the ones who are the best in football. We want to be one of those teams. I believe in 
see Ny of building through the draft. 1 think it’s working for us and will work 
in the future.” 


Wiggin's opportunity brought with it a responsibility, The responsibility of relating, 
motivating and winning. “I guarantee we will do a better job in each of these areas 
than ever before,” says the Chiefs head coach. Upon the foundations already 
established, and those still to be attained, the Kansas City Chiefs, whose excitement 
indeed is growing, will advance to the NFL’s upper echelons. 


Wiggin was born November 18, 1934, at Modesto, California. He attended nearby 
Manteca High School in Manteca, where he earned letters in four sports. He is 
married to former Carolynn Clark, and they are the parents of three daughters, 
Kymberly, 16; Kristyn, 14; and Kellie, 10. The Wiggins live in suburban Johnson County,

Another tight squeeze: Minnesota, Los Angeles, 
Dallas, Washington, St. Louis top balanced field.

The five powerhouse teams in the National 
Football Conference last year—Dallas, 
Washington, and St. Louis in the Eastern 
Division, Minnesota in the Central, and Los 
Angeles in the West—all won at least 10 
games, Yet each must have felt like the 
maiden tied to the log heading for the whir- 
ring buzzsaw until someone heroic came to 
the rescue. Not one of those five teams had 
son. 

s 11-3 record included hairbreadth 
victories over Baltimore (30-27), the New 
York Giants (9-3), and St. Louis (19-14). 

Washington had four tight squeez 
19-17 over the Giants, 20-17 over Phil: 
delphia, 24-21 over San Francisco, and 
16-10 over St. Louis. 

The Cardinals, who have a recent tradition 
of being involved in games that stimulate 
heart attacks, won 7 of their 10 games by 
margins of six points or less. 

Minnesota, the defending NFL champion. 
got only 74 yards rushing in five quarters 
and tied Los Angeles 10-10, beat Detroit 
and Chicago by just one point each, trailed 
Seattle in the fourth period before pulling 
that one out, yet finished with the second 
best record in pro football, 11-2-1. 

Los Angeles was beaten soundly twice 
on national television—losing 16-0 to San 
Francisco and 20-12 to Cincinnati in Monday 
night games, And the Rams beat Miami and 
Detroit by just three points and New Orleans 
by six. 


There is no question that Minnesota, Los 
Angeles, Dallas, Washington, and St. Louis 
will be contenders again in 1977. 

There also is no question that it won't get 
any easier for any of them, either. Close may 
count on the scoreboard only in horseshoes 
but there’s no doubt that improved NFC teams 
will make for close scoreboard numbers in 
pro football this fall. 

A lot of people—including the Cowboys, 
it seems—thought Dallas's only weakness 
a year ago was the lack of a breakaway run- 
ning back. That situation was corrected on 
the day of the college draft, when the Cow- 
boys obtained the number two position in the 
first round of the draft from Seattle and used 
it to take running back Tony Dorsett of Pitts- 
burgh. 

George Allen directed the Redskins into 


» the playoffs for the fifth time in six years 


in Washington. And age be damned, the 
Redskins may have enough youth to make it 
back to the playoffs again. 

St. Louis’s explosive offense got some 
insurance when the Cardinals acquired Steve 
Pisarkiewicz in the player draft to back up 
quarterback Jim Hart. But coach Don 
Coryell also picked seven defensive players. 
A stabilized—and healthy—defense would 
make the Cardinals hard to beat. 

Philadelphia pins its hopes on the strong 
arm and quick feet of new quarterback Ron 
Jaworski, who was obtained from the Rams 
in exchange for the rights to tight end Charles 
Young. Coach Dick Vermeil is convinced 
he made the right decision by keeping virtually 
everybody in 1976. 

The Giants are awed by what their number 
one draft choice, USC defensive end Gary 
Jeter, did in a rookie workout before train- 
ing camp opened, and they feel their defense 
should be the beneficiary. 

It wasn't prestidigitation that got the Vi- 
kings home first in the Central Division, It 
was, among other things, Fran Tarkenton’s 
record-setting arm, and a still solid defense. 

Many coaches feel that experience over- 
comes the negatives of age, and Minnesota 
didn’t show it was even slowing down last 
year, so the Vikings remain favorites. 

Chicago advanced from 4-10 in 1975 to 
7-7 in 1976, and then the Bears went out 
and got Sid Gillman as offensive coordinator 
and Mike Phipps to play quarterback. They 
already have one of the finest running backs 
in the game in Walter Payton.

Detroit is a darkhorse. The Lions lost 
eight games in 1976, but two of the losses 
were by one point, one by three points, and 
two by seven points. Quarterback Greg 
Landry made a stirring comeback at age 30, 
passing for 2,191 yards, his highest total 
since 1972. 

In Green Bay, the Pack is still attempting 
to come back under coach Bart Starr. If quar- 
terback Lynn Dickey can stay healthy (he 
missed nearly half the 1976 season), the 
Packers will be improved. 

Tampa Bay has a good pass defense and 
a potentially explosive offense with Ricky 
Bell and Anthony Davis as running backs. 

Each of the four teams in the Wester 
Division has a question mark at quarterback. 

Los Angeles, 44-11-1 under Chuck Knox's 
leadership the last four years, may have the 
most talent and the most headaches at quarter- 
back of any of the five teams. Last year, 
injuries shelved James Harris, Pat Haden, 
and Ron Jaworski for parts of the season, 
and when the juggling was over, Haden had 
the job, Jaworski and Harris were traded, and 
Joe Namath was acquired. 

Some people think the Rams would win 
no matter who plays quarterback. They 
have solid running backs—Lawrence Mc- 
Cutcheon, John Cappelletti, Jim Bertelsen, 
and Cullen Bryant. They have two fleet 
wide receivers, Ron Jessie and Harold Jack- 
son, and have the negotiation rights to tight 
end Charles Young, who might be the best 
in the league. They also have a powerhouse 
defense. 

On the other hand, San Francisco's defense 
doesn’t take a back seat to anyone. 

Jim Plunkett, the 49ers’ quarterback, 
labored through the 1976 season with a 
shoulder injury that created flexibility prob- 
lems. A winter of rest has healed the shoulder. 
San Francisco's running tandem of Delvin 
Williams and Wilbur Jackson is perhaps 
unexcelled in the NFC. 

Both Archie Manning of New Orleans 
and Steve Bartkowski of Atlanta suffered 
disability injuries last year. Manning, who 
had two tendon operations on his throwing 
arm, missed all of 1976, but coach Hank 
Stram feels Manning can come back. 

Bartkowski missed three-quarters of the 
season with knee problems, but new Atlanta 
coach Leeman Bennett says, ‘There is no 
reason why he can’t be as good as anybody 
in the league."*§

Overview: Winston Churchill once de- 
seribed the Soviet Union as *‘a riddle 
wrapped in a mystery inside an enigma. 
That's nota bad way to describe the Atlanta 
Falcons of 1976. On one hand, they beat 
Dallas, Chicago, and San Francisco, On the 
other, they were the only non-expansion 
team to lose to Seattle. And they also suf- 
fered a 59-0 embarrassment in Los Angeles. 
New head coach Leeman Bennett, who 
helped the Rams fashion that defeat, will 
seek to bring consistency to the Falcons this 
year. 

Offense: Benneu’s biggest 
ning back corps. It has three s 
people who performed well as rookies— 
Sonny Collins, Bubba Bean, and Mike Espo- 
sito. Bean was the Falcons’ leading ball 
carrier last year with 428 yards and a 
yard average, but he’s listed as the backup 
to Collins, the former Kentucky workhorse 
who averaged more than 30 carries a game 
as a collegian. Esposito starts at the other 
running back position after averaging 5.3 
yards last year. Haskell Stanback divided

time with Esposito last season and will again 
this year. In addition, the Falcons chose a 
player of great potential on the eleventh 
round of the 1977 draft in USC’s Dave Far- 
mer, an injury-prone fullback who blocked 
well for Ricky Bell and never lost a yard 
as a Trojan. Steve Bartkowski's injury last 
year fortunately was to his knee, not his 
passing arm, and he should be back healthy. 
However, his offensive line is uncertain. 
Jeff Van Note was a Pro Bow! center before 
he suffered a knee injury requiring surgery. 
Paul Ryczek started the final four games of 
the season. At guard, Gregg Kindle started 
11 games and Larron Jackson started all 14, 
with Royce Smith subbing for Kindle and 
Walter Brett also showing potential. **Our 
guard positions are very much undecided,” 
said Bennett before training camp opened. 
The Atlanta defense permitted 184 yards 
per game on the ground last season. In 1976, 
Atlanta's tackles were Brent Adams and Len 
Gotshalk, but the Falcons drafted Warren 
Bryant of Kentucky on the first round of the 
1977 draft. The 6-foot 6-inch, 250-pounder 
is expected to challenge for a starting spot, as 
will tackle K.C. Thielmann, a third-round 
selection from Arkansas. At wide receiver, 
John Gilliam had a sub-par year in 1976 with 
only 21 catches. The leader was Alfred 
Jenkins with 41. Tight end Jim Mitchell 
was used primarily as a blocker last year 
and ended up with only 17 catches after re- 
ceiving 34 in 1975. 

Defense: Atlanta’s opponents rushed for 
2,579 yards in 1976, averaging 4.5 yards 
every time they ran. Only three teams had a 
poorer record. Some personnel changes seem 
inevitable. The defensive ends, however, 
appear stable. Claude Humphrey came back 
from knee surgery last year to play well and 
his opposite number, Jeff Merrow, is called 
“ta street fighter’” by Bennett. Mike Tille- 
man, Mike Lewis, and Jim Bailey are among 
the returning tackles but they'll be chal- 
lenged by 6-foot 5-inch, 275-pound Wilson 
Faumuina, a number one draft selection 
from San Jose State, where he was all-coast 
for two consecutive years. Other tackle 
help may come from third-round choice 
Edgar Fields of Texas A&M. For the first 
time since the Falcons started operating in 
1966, Tommy Nobis will not be around, 
and the retirement of the very first player 
ever drafted by the Falcons leaves a hole at 
linebacker. Ralph Ortega is the leading can- 


didate to assume the middle linebacking 
spot. Fulton Kuykendall, who is coming 
back from a back injury last year, is the 
right linebacker. Greg Brezina is the line- 
backer on the other side. Atlanta's defen- 
sive backs—Rolland Lawrence, Frank Reed, 
Ray Brown, and Ray Easterling—are a 
strength, 

Special Teams: John James was the most 
efficient punter in the NFL last year. He 
averaged 42.1 yards on a league high of 
101 punts, and his net average (punt, minus 
return) was 36.2. the best in the NFL. Nick 
Mike-Mayer was inconsistent as a place- 
kicker. Lawrence was a good punt and kick~ 
off returner. 

1977: This is not a team without problems 
but it is not a team without talent, either. The 
return of Bartkowski will help a lot. And 
the strong, quiet leadership of Bennett could 
help even more.

Overview: No question, the Bears are one of 
the NFL's emerging teams, They finished 
with a 7-7 record in 1976 but three of the di 
feats were by a total of six points, including 
one-point losses to the two teams that 
played in Super Bowl XI, Oakland and 
Minnesota. In a rematch with the Vikings 
later in the season, Chicago turned it around 
and won 14-13. The Bears upgraded their 
offense during the off-season by adding Sid 
Gillman as offensive coordinator and obtain- 
ing quarterback Mike Phipps from Cleveland. 
Offense: In only two seasons, Walter Payton 
has become one of the preminent running 
backs in the NFL. Slowed by injuries as a 
rookie in 1975, he rebounded last year to run 
for 1,390 yards, best in the NFC and second 
only to Buffalo's O.J, Simpson in the entire 
league. In fact, Payton led most of the season 
until O.J. came on strong at the end. Payton’s 
13 touchdowns were one short of the co- 
leaders, Chuck Foreman and Franco Harris. 
Payton averaged 4.5 yards per carry and he 
caught 15 passes—a figure that should go up 
under Gillman, who figures to open up the

club’s offense. The Chicago quarterback 
likely will be Mike Phipps, the former Pur- 
due passer who came to the Bears for two 
draft choices, one of them a first-round pick 
in 1978. It marked the first time the Bears have 
traded away a first-round selection, Bob 
Avellini, who completed just 43.5 percent 
of his passes last year, will push Phipps, 
however, Avellini has talent and is a good 
leader, but at 23 he has yet to prove himself 
as a passer. Virgil Carter also is around. 
Good protection is assured from a line of 
Lionel Antoine, Noah Jackson, Dan Neal, 
Jeff Sevy, and Dennis Lick. Greg Latta is an 
emerging tight end; he caught 18 passes last 
year for a 14-yard average. Ted Albrecht, the 
number one pick from California the 
player draft, will help at either tackle or 
guard. Roland Harper, Payton’s sidekick, 
added 625 yards and provided some excellent 
blocking. Others who can carry the ball and 
clear paths are Mike Adamle, Johnny Musso, 
and rookie Robin Earl, a 250-pound behe- 
moth from Washington. The Bears also 
picked up Tommy Reamon for a draft choice. 
Rookie James Scott caught 26 passes last 
year when knee injuries took Bo Rather and 
Ron Shanklin out early in the season, and 
with all three back, plus rookie Brian Basch- 
nagel, the Bears are hopeful. 

Defense: The Bears feel blessed with what 
they consider one of the top defensive lines 
around in Mike Hartenstine, Jim Osborne, 
Wally Chambers, and Roger Stillwell, with 
Royce Berry in reserve. They average only 
3.1 years of NFL experience but they com- 
bined for most of the Bears’ 49 quarterback 
sacks in 1976. In fact, Chicago had 23 
sacks after just four games. Osborne alone 
had 15 sacks. Chambers is a genuine super- 
star at tackle. The linebacking talent runs 
deep. Middle linebacker Don Rives averaged 
nearly 12 tackles a game. Waymond Bryant 
and Ross Brupbacher both showed flashes of 
brilliance at linebacker. Pardee also has 
second-year pro Tom Hicks, who played 
exceptionally well in spots last year. And 
also back is defensive back Doug Buffone, 
Who missed all of 1976 with an injury. When 
1976 started, the Bears’ secondary was sup- 
posed to be a weak area; when the season 
ended, it turned out to be a strength. Corner- 
backs Allan Ellis and Virgil Livers didn’t 
permit a touchdown pass for the first eight 
weeks of the season, and safeties Craig 
Clemons and Doug Plank were second and 


third in individual tackles. Mike Spivey of 
Colorado was drafted on the second round to 
add depth and stability to the backfield, 
However, Ellis, Livers, Plank, and Clem- 
ons started every game last year, and the 
Bears fee! that may be the strongest aspect 
of the defense. Terry Schmidt is the re- 
serve cornerback, Bill Knox is the back- 
up at safety, so Spivey will have a hard 
time starting. 

Special Teams: Tight end Bob Parsons 
punted for a 37.6-yard average last year, Bob 
Thomas’s field goal percentage was just 
under 50, with 12 of 25, but he missed just 
two less than 40 yards, Livers was an ade- 
quate punt returner. Brian Baschnagel re- 
tured kickoffs an average of 26 yards. 
1977: If Payton stays free of injuries and gets 
some passing assistance, the Bears will be a 
serious challenge to Minnesota in the NFC 
Cental.

to supply that need, Quarterback Roger 
Staubach is back after a busy 1976 in which 
he threw 369 times and completed 208 (both 
club records) for 2,715 yards and 14 touch- 
downs. Staubach played the second half of 
the season with a broken finger but he’s 
healthy now. Drew Pearson had 58 recep- 
tions to lead the NFC and rank fourth in the 
NEL; he averaged nearly 14 yards per catch 
and complemented the play of Billy Joe 
DuPree at tight end. Dupree caught a career 
high 42 passes, averaging 16.2. Golden 
Richards, who was slowed by injuries, 
grabbed 19 passes. Butch Johnson, who 
caught only five passes last year, showed 
flashes of brilliance, which makes him a 
threat to start ahead of Richards. Tony Hill, a 
third-round pick from Stanford who broke a 
number of Gene Washington's school rec- 
ords, also could contribute at wide receiver. 
The Cowboys’ offense operates behind a sea- 
soned line of Ralph Neely, Herb Scott, John 
Fitzerald, Blaine Nye, and Rayfield Wright. 
Wright is one of the finest offensive linemen 
in the game. Neely, Fitzgerald, Nye, and 
Wright started every game last year. Second- 
year man Burton Lawless was the opening- 
game starter at left guard. He was the young- 
ster, who as a rookie out of Florida the year 
before had started for a time, a rarity for a 
rookie to make that leap in Dallas. How- 
ever, Scott, also in his second year, wound 
up starting 10 games at the position, mak- 
ing Lawless a sensational reserve. 

Defense: Despite a host of injuries, Dallas 
played excellent defense, limiting opponents 
to 194 points and an average of 136 yards 
passing and 130 yards rushing. The front line 
of Ed Jones, Jethro Pugh, Larry Cole, and 
Harvey Martin played with ferocity, Martin, 
in particular, showed the rest of the league 
what Landry has been saying for some 
time—that Harvey is one of the NFL’s very 
best. When middle linebacker Lee Roy 
Jordan retired, Landry deliberated long and 
hard before deciding to fill the spot with Bob 
Breunig. Randy White, the 1974 Outland 
Trophy winner at Maryland, will move into 
Breunig’s spot at left linebacker. D. D. 
Lewis mans the other side. Cornerbacks Mel 
Renfro and Mark Washington both under- 
went surgery in the offseason (knees), but 
the defense was stabilized by Benny Bames 
at one comer and safeties Charlie Waters and 
Cliff Harris, both Pro Bowl performers. 
Barnes and Waters started every game 


last year, Harris, however, was injured 
for most of the preseason, and Randy 
Hughes started the first two games until 
Harris could regain his feet. Aaron Kyle 
is a quality reserve, 

Special Teams: Johnson handled every punt 
last year, averaging 10.9 yards a return. 
He also averaged 24.8 on kickoffs. Efren 
Herrera came back from a 1975 knee injury 
to hit all 34 of his extra points and 18 of 23 
field goals. Danny White's 38.4 punting 
average was adequate, considering he was 
injured. 

1977: With Dorsett, Dallas will have greater 
backfield speed, and that’s about all they 
lacked a year ago. The Cowboys will very 
definitely have Super Bow! visions dancing 
in their heads,

Overview: Despite injuries to a number of 
players, including three defensive tackles, 
Detroit posted the third best defensive rec- 
ord in the NFL in 1976, And Greg Landry 
had a healthy season, guiding the most pro- 
ductive offense Detroit had fielded since 
1972. But injuries, missed opportunities, and 
bad luck led to a number of close defeats to 
good teams: 10-3 to Chicago, 10-9 and 31-23 
to Minnesota, and 20-17 to Los Angeles, 
Coach Tommy Hudspeth, who took over 
from Rick Forzano after the team began the 
1976 season with a 1-3 record, hopes to re- 
verse the misfortune this year. 

Offense: Landry had the best season of his 
10-year career, completing 58 percent of his 
passes, 17 for touchdowns. However, wide 
receiver J, D, Hill, obtained from Buffalo for 
a first draft choice, went out with an injury 
in the first game. Ray Jarvis stepped in and 
handled the job well. Then the other wide re- 
ceiver, Larry Walton, also suffered an injury 
and gave way to David Hill, The right side of 
the offensive line stayed healthy and four 
veterans—tight end Charlie Sanders (9

years), tackle Rocky Freitas (9), guard Bob 
Kowalkowski (11), and center Jon Morris 
(13)—blocked well for running backs Dex- 
ter Bussey and 240-pound Lawrence Gaines. 
Lynn Boden, Russ Bolinger, Craig Hertwig, 
and Jim Yarborough also had creditable 
blocking performances during the year. The 
Lions ran the ball well, and they may get 
some help this season with the unexpected 
return of former Oklahoma Heisman trophy 
winner Steve Owens, He'll vie for a back- 
field spot after sitting out two years follow- 
ing knee surgery in 1974, Owens, the only 
Lion ever to rush for more than 1,000 yards 
ina season, will attempt a remarkable come- 
back, Also around will be 205-pound Rick 
Kane of San Jose State, a third-round pick. 
Landry's 1976 passing statistics —57.7 per- 
cent completion rate, 2,191 yards—are all 
the more remarkable, considering his lack 
of protection, Lions’ quarterbacks were 
sacked 67 times last year, by far the highest 
figure in the NFL. Looking toward the tu- 
ture, the Lions drafted 6-foot 4-inch quarter- 
back Steve Mathieson of Florida State. Vet- 
eran Joe Reed also is around to back up 
Landry. Offensively, the Lions in 1976 
had their best year since 1972, Their rush- 
ing average of 4.3 yards per carry was the 
best in the NFC; they produced the second 
highest total of first downs in Detroit his- 
tory (259); and with 20 of their 32 touch- 
downs coming through the air, it was the 
Lions’ most successful air attack in 14 


years, in spite of the quarterback sacks, 
The addition of Kane and Mathieson 
solidi the offense, 


Defense: Linebacker Charlie Weaver, the 
Lions’ most valuable defensive player last 
year, led a defense that gave up only 25 
touchdowns despite various physical prob- 
lems. Tackle Herb Orvis was lost to injury 
in the second week last year, and his replace- 
ment, Doug English, went out at midseason. 
Then Larry Hand was cut down, forcing 
right end Jim Mitchell to move to tackle and 
putting rookie John Woodcock in at the 
other tackle. Ed O'Neil alternated at the left 
and middle linebacker positions with Paul 
Naumoff and Jim Laslavic. Ron Crosby, 
other in a long string of Penn State line- 
ackers, is a draft selection who will see 
some action. The secondary spots remained 
basically the same throughout the season. 
The experienced foursome of Lem Barney, 
Charlie West, Dick Jauron, and Levi John- 


son helped the team record 24 interceptions, 
and the team Jeader was James Hunter, who 
replaced Jauron in midseason when he was 
injured, Hunter had seven interceptions, The 
Lions also chose defensive back Walt Wil- 
liams of New Mexico State in the second 
round of the draft, their first picks. 

Special Teams: The elusive Hunter, a rookie 
from Grambling last year, was one of the 
happy surprises for the Lions, Not only did 
he play well on defense, but he handled kick- 
off returns, averaging 26.8 yards a return. 
Herman Weaver's punting average was 39.5, 
and only 39 of 84 were returned, Benny 
Ricardo hit 10 of 14 field goals in half a sea- 
son after Errol Mann, the nine year veteran, 
was released, 

1977: The Lions may have been the strong- 
est team in the NFL last year with a losing 
record (6-8), and if they can avoid injuries 
they should come back strongly.

Green Bay Packers 
NFC Central Division 5-9 
L Coach: Bart Starr

Overview: The Pack may not be back 
yet, .. but it’s not far away. Burt Starr's 
team won only five games in 1976 but it 
lost to Super Bow! champion Oakland by 
just four points and it was in all four games 
inst its two crucial NFC Central 
opponents, Minnesota and Chicago (losing 
to the Vikings by 7 and I! points, to the 
Bears by 6 and iI). 

Offense: Lynn Dickey assumed the mantle 
of leader in 1976 before he suffered a shoul- 
der separation in the tenth game. He passed 
for 1.465 yards and seven touchdowns and 
handled the team effectively in spite of an 
unsettled running back picture. When 
Dickey left, Carlos Brown and Randy John- 
son took over. Johnson and Brown remain as 
the backup quarterbacks. Surprising Eric 
Torkelson, a third-year running back from 
Connecticut, won a starting running back 
berth ahead of Willard Harrell, who led the 
Packers with 435 yards rushing. John Brock- 
ington, who closed out 1976 with an 89-yard 
day, his best of the season, has run for a total 
of just 840 yards in his last two seasons after

becoming the first NFL runner ever to rush 
for 1,000 yards in each of his first three sea- 
sons. However, Brockington’s offensive 
backfield coach, Bob Lord, feels the former 
Ohio State All-America has regained his ear- 
lier form. Barty Smith also is a running back 
candidate. Gale Gillingham, one of the finest 
guards ever to play the game, has retired. 
The Packers have high hopes for their of- 
fensive line, however. Mark Koncar, the 
club's number one draft choice last year, 
is a superior lineman at left tackle. Mel 
Jackson, a twelfth-round choice a year ago, 
likely will step into Gillingham’s position 
at right guard. Another possibility at guard 
is second-round draft pick Greg Koch, a 
254-pounder from Arkansas, who played 
guard and tackle in college. Left guard 
Bruce Van Dyke, at age 33, is a steady 
performer, as is right tackle Dick Himes, 
31. Wide receiver Ken Payne caught 58 
passes in 1975 but only 33 last year, when 
he was double-teamed often, Gerald 
Tinker, the Olympic sprinter who missed 
1976 with knee surgery, could relieve some 
of the pressure on Payne. Ollie Smith and 
Steve Odom also are possibilities at wide 
receiver. Tight end Rich McGeorge, the 
second leading receiver on the club with 24 
catches last year. is solid. 

Defense: Changes are likely on the defensive 
line. Clarence Williams and Alden Roche 
are the returning starters but that could 
change if the Packers” two first-round draft 
choices—both ends—are as good as the 
scouts say they are. Mike Butler of Kansas 
and Ezra Johnson of Morris Brown are both 
big, mobile youngsters. The tackles who 
played the most last year—Dave Pureifory, 
Dave Roller, and Mike McCoy—also will 
be in a dogfight among themselves and 
with reserve Bob Barber, whom the coaches 
feel has great potential. At the outside line- 
backer spots, Gary Weaver, a $100 waiver 
bargain from Oakland, and Fred Carr appear 
set, but Don Hansen will have to fight off 
Jim Carter, who suffered a broken leg in 
1975 and a broken arm in 1976, at middle 
linebacker. Cornerbacks M.C. McCoy, a 
rookie a year ago, and Willie Buchanon and 
safeties Steve Luke and Johnnie Gray are not 
set yet. McCoy was Perry Smith's backup, 
but Smith played out his option and was 
traded to St. Louis. Luke and Steve Wagner, 
a second-year man, will battle for the strong 
safety job with seven-year veteran Charley

Hall. The Packers intercepted 11 passes 
last year and permitted opponents to com- 
plete 55.4 percent of their passes. Rookie 
Tim Moresco of Syracuse, a sixth-round 
draft choice, will also vie for a job in the 
secondary. 

Special Teams: David Beverly averaged 
37 yards a punt. Chester Marcol, the NFL 
scoring leader in 1972 and 1974, was ailing 
in 1975 and had an off year in 1976 with 
10 of 19 field goals. Gray was a steady punt 
returner and M.C. McCoy returned kickoffs 
an average of 25.4 yards. The Packers 
covered their own kicks well, permitting 
an average of just 5.6 yards on punt returns 
and 17.8 on kickoffs. 

1977: If the high draft choices can make 
an impact and if Brockington returns to 
form, the Packers will be a greatly improved 
team.

Overview: If you believe some experts, 
you might think the only problem Los 
Angeles coach Chuck Knox has is at quarter- 
back. And you know what? They might be 
right! 

Offense: When the 1976 season started, 
James Harris was the number one quarter- 
back in Los Angeles and Pat Haden and Ron 
Jaworski were the reserves. But when an 
injury struck Harris in the fifth preseason 
game, Jaworski got a chance to play. When 
Jaworski was injured in the opener, Haden 
stepped in. And no matter who was carry- 
ing out Knox’s play-calling. the Rams con- 
tinued to win. Harris took over again in 
the third week, and seven days later in Miami 
he passed for 436 yards in a 31-28 victory 
over the Dolphins, But the following week 
he was sacked 10 times in a 16-0 loss to 
San Francisco, was injured again, and 
Haden started six of the last nine games 
of the season. Now Jaworski is gone, Joe

Knox, meaning, it'll be Haden, Harris, and 
Namath, in that order when training camp 
opens. One constant, however, is the rest 
of the offensive machinery, which features 
1,168-yard running back Lawrence Me- 
Cutcheon, 688-yard fullback John Cap- 
pelletti, and two of the finest wide receivers 
in the game—Harold Jackson and Ron 
Jessie. Jackson's 39 receptions went for an 
average of 19.3 yards; Jessie’s 34 averaged 
22,9. The running backs, including reserves 
Jim Bertelsen and Cullen Bryant, also can 
catch the ball. The Rams’ offensive line is 
one of the finest in the game, even though 
two of its members completed only their 
second year in the NFL in 1976. Tom Mack, 
the perennial all-pro, is the left guard. Left 
kle Doug France and right guard Dennis 
Harrah, a pair of first-round draft choices 
in 1975, have outstanding potential. Center 
Rich Saul a Pro Bowl selection last 
season, and right tackle John Williams is 
a dependable nine-year veteran. Tight end 
Bob Klein announced his retirement, but 
Charles Young, who came from Philadelphia 
in the trade for Jaworski, averaged 54 
receptions a season in four years. 

Defense: It really won't be the same when 
the Rams’ defense takes the field. Tackle 
Merlin Olsen, a member of that unit for 
15 memorable seasons, has retired. Olsen's 
spot at left tackle will be filled by one of 
two promising young players—Cody Jones, 
26, or Mike Fanning, 24. The other tackle, 
Larry Brooks, is one of the game's most 
underrated players, and the ends, Jack 
Youngblood and Fred Dryer, are both pe- 
rennial Pro Bow! types. The Rams limited 
opponents to a meager 112 yards a game by 
rushing in 1976 and a strong set of line- 
backers was one reason why. Jim Young- 
blood, Jack Reynolds, and Isiah Robertson 
average barely five years of NFL experience 
but they play with a field-smartness beyond 
their years. The defensive backfield, once 
considered weak, has become a tremendous 
force. Rod Perry and Monte Jackson patrol 
the corners, and with 8 and 10 interceptions 
in 1976, they may be the quickest pair in the 
NFL. Dave Elmendorf teams with Bill Simp- 
son at safety. The four deep men helped the 
Rams lead the NFL in interceptions with 32. 
Special Teams: This is one of the few po- 
tential problem areas on the team. Tom 
Dempsey had an off-year as a placekicker 
in 1976. It became evident when his field 


goal try against Minnesota in the NFC cham- 
pionship game was blocked and resulted in 
a Vikings’ touchdown. Rusty Jackson's 
39-yard punting average was satisfactory, 
but he was shaky in the playoffs. The Rams 
signed USC's Glen Walker, who both punts 
and placekicks, Cullen Bryant had an excel- 
lent I1.1-yard average returning punts, 
and 28.7 average on kickoffs.

Chuck Noll 


Head Coach Chuck Noll took his 
Pittsburgh team into the playoffs for 
the fifth consecutive time last year, win- 
ning the last nine games of 1976 after a 
1-4 start. He led the Steelers to back- 
to-back NFL mpionships in 1974 
and 1975, defeating Minnesota 16-6 in 
Super Bowl IX and Dallas 21-17 in 
Super Bow! X. He has compiled a 53-16-1 
record over the past five seasons and 
has gone 65-46-1 since being named 
Steelers’ head coach in 1969. He played 
guard-linebacker for the Cleveland 
Browns from 1953-59. He started 
coaching at the age of 27 (1960), when 
he was named defensive coach of the Los 
Angeles (San Diego) Chargers. In 1966 
he joined Don Shula’s staff at Baltimore 
as defensive backfield coach and re- 
mained with the Colts until 1969. 
Background Noll was an all-state 
star at Benedictine High School in Cleve- 
land and captained the University of 
Dayton team, playing both tackle and 
linebacker. He was drafted by the 
Browns in 1953. 

Personal Noll was born in Cleve- 
land on January 5, 1932. He and his 
wife, Marianne, live in Pittsburgh. They 
have one son, Chris.

PITTSBURGH STEELERS 


Chuck Noll offers a simplistic view of how his Pitts- 
burgh Steelers hope to return to the Super Bowl this 
year. 


“We have to avoid getting off to as bad a start as we 
did a year ago,” says Noll, who in 1976 watched the 
Steelers drop four of their first five then reel off nine 
wins in succession to make the playoffs for the fifth 
straight season. Pittsburgh’s bid for a third Super Bowl 
victory was thwarted by Oakland in the AFC cham- 
pionship game. 


Noll’s 65 victories are a record for a Pittsburgh head 
coach and as he completes his ninth season he'll break 
the deadlock he shares with Buddy Parker as the coach 
with the longest tenure. 


One retirement, that of left linebacker Andy Russell, 
has created a competitive situation for the spot between 
Loren Toews, Russell’s estwhile backup, and Robin 
Cole, the Steelers’ first round draft choice this past 
spring. 


Two integral Steelers defenders are out of camp at 
the moment.

NFC Central Division 11-2-1 
Coach: Bud Grant 


Rookie Sammy White was a blur most of 1976. 


Overview: The Vikings may have lost the 
Super Bowl, but they haven't lost their tag of 
invincibility, in spite of encroaching age at 
some key positions. Minnesota staged a 
number of great escapes to post an [1-2-1 
record in 1976, and its victory over the Rams 
in the NFC championship game showed that 
the Vikings frequently win by doing what 
great teams have to do: taking advantage of 
every opportunity 

Offense: Fran Tarkenton. the 37-year-old 
all-time leading passer in the NFL, is back 
to guide an offense that rolled up 4.859 
yards, fourth in the NFC. He threw more 
passes (412) than anyone except Jim Zorn 
of Seattle (439) and was the second leading 
percentage thrower (nearly 62 percent). 
With an eye on the future, the Vikings used 
a first-round draft choice to select Rice 
quarterback Tommy Kramer, The Vikings’ 
primary offensive weapon is Chuck Fore- 
man, the 207-pound halfback who combines 
power and breakaway speed and remarkable 
balance, Foreman seems to make the big 
play whenever it's needed. He ran for |,

yards and caught 55 passes for 567 more, 
accounting for more than 35 percent of 
Minnesota's total yardage. Before 1976 
began, the Vikings’ wide receiving situa- 
tion was uncertain, shaky at best. But when 
Ahmad Rashad was obtained from Seattle 
to team with rookie Sammy White. coach 
Bud Grant knew his worries were over. They 
combined to grab 104 passes. White caught 
51 and displayed an ability to get hit hard 
and still hold onto the ball. The offense 
makes much of this happen with great pro- 
tection from two Pro Bowl players on the 
right side, tackle Ron Yary and guard Ed 
White. Mick Tinglehoff returns at center 
for his sixteenth season. Tackle Steve Riley 
and guard Charles Goodrum are solid but 
unspectacular on the left side. Guard Dennis 
Swilley of Texas A&M was a second round 
draft choice. 

Defense: The Viki didn’t use any of 
their nine draft picks to take a defensive 
lineman, which shows great confidence 
that the aging Purple People Eaters can do 
the job once again. And it is an imposing 
lineup, at any age: left end Carl Eller, 35; 
left tackle Doug Sutherland, 29: right tackle 
Alan Page, 32; right end Jim Marshall, 39. 
In the final regular season game of 1976, 
those four men helped stop Miami seven 
times inside the 7-yard line in the first 
quarter, In the NFC title game against the 
Rams, Los Angeles had a first down at the 
6, Three plays gained just five 
is, and a field goal try was blocked and 
Bobby Bryant ran the loose ball 90 yards 
to a Minnesota touchdown. Jeff Siemon is 
one of the NFL’s premier middle linebackers. 
and Matt Blair is an emerging star at left 
linebacker. Blair was the team’s big play 
leader last year with three blocked kicks, two 
interceptions, and seven fumble recoveries. 
The rightside linebacker, Wally Hilgenberg, 
35, could be pushed by fourth-year pro Fred 
MeNeill. The Vikings’ secondary lacks 
speed but not savvy. Free safety Paul Krause 
has 76 interceptions in 13 pro seasons, only 
three behind Emlen Tunnell’s all-time 
record. Bryant and Nate Wright, who inter- 
cepted seven passes in 1976, are the incum- 
bent cornerbacks, while Jeff Wright and 
Krause, who added three interceptions last 
year, patrol the safety spots. 

Special Teams: The special teams worked 
like a Swiss watch when it came to making 
plays. Minnesota blocked 16 kicks in 


1976—seven conversions, six field goals, 
and three punts. Nate Allen blocked Tom 
Dempsey’s field goal try in the NFC cham- 
pionship game against the Rams. Rookie 
Leonard Willis handled the punt and kick- 
off return chores adequately. The punting 
of Neil Clabo was steady if unspectacular 
(38.8 average). Fred Cox (19 of 31) was a 
consistent placekicker from less than 30 
yards. 

1977: They've been saying that the Vikings 
are getting old for a long time, yet when 
Bud Grant's team went to Super Bow] XI 
it was the fourth time Minnesota had been 
there, the most by any team. Since 1970, 
the Vikings have a 75-22-1 record, best 
in the NFL. And the Vikings will be tough 
again in 1977.

Overview: The Saints broke 24 team rec- 
ords under new coach Hank Stram in 1976, 
and they won four games (twice as many 
as the year before), proving a team can 
rebuild while improving its record at the 
same time. 

Offense: Chuck Muncie, a first-round draft 
choice last year from California, and Tony 
Galbreath, number two pick from Missouri, 
made dazzling debuts in their rookie seasons. 
Muncie, the bespectacled bruiser, rumbled 
for 659 yards and a 4.4-yard average, caught 
31 passes, and showed greater speed than 
most 220-pounders—and all of this despite 
playing on a sore ankle most of the season. 
Galbreath ran for 570 yards and led the team 
with 54 pass receptions. The quarterback 
Situation is unsettled. Archie Manning 
missed all of 1976 with tendinitis in his 
throwing arm. Bobby Douglass and Bobby 
Scott shared the job in 1976, passing for a 
combined 2,353 yards. But Manning, the 
club’s quarterback for most of the previous 
five seasons, could regain his job. Nine 
different men started on the offensive line

last year. Left tackle Marv Montgomery, 
obtained from Denver on waivers, replaced 
Tom Wickert; Terry Stieve divided playing 
time with Kurt Schumacher at left guard, 
and also filled in for Emanual Zanders at 
right guard. Center John Hill, a starter in 
all 14 games last year, is solid and under- 
rated. Two giant-sized fifth-round draft 
choices—288-pound Dave Lafary of Purdue 
and 270-pound Dave Hubbard of Brigham 
Young—are candidates for tackle spots. 
The Saints have speed and quickness at one 
wide receiver spot, Where Olympic sprinter 
Larry Burton and trackman Tinker Owens 
alternate. The other wide receiver, Don 
Herrmann, led the team with 34 receptions 
in 1976. The Saints are hopeful that Joel 
Parker, who caught 41 passes in 1974, will 
come back from knee surgery after missing 
an entire season. Henry Childs, who grabbed 
26 passes last year, will be the starting 
tight end. 

Defense: Linebacking is a Saints’ strength 
Joe Federspiel, the man in the middle, directs 
a defense that recorded a club record 39 sacks 
last year. Federspiel led the team with 122 
tackles, 87 of them unassisted. Federspiel's 
linebacking mate on the left side, Jim Merlo, 
was voted the club’s co-most valuable 
player (with Galbreath); Merlo was in on 
115 tackles. And Greg Westbrooks, the 
other linebacker, showed great potential 
in his second pro season. The likely front 
four ulignment—from left to right, Bob 
Pollard, Elex Price, Derland Moore, and 
Steve Baumgartner—is a good one. Pollard 
missed the last half of the 1976 season 
following knee surgery; his replacement, 
Andy Dorris, showed solid skills. Other 
prime candidates here are first-round draft 
choice Joe Campbell of Maryland, an end, 
and second-round selection Mike Fultz of 
Nebraska, a tackle. The Saints intercepted 
just 12 passes in 1976 so it wouldn't surprise 
many people if there were a few changes in 
the secondary. The incumbents are Ernie 
Jackson and Maurice Spencer on the corners 
and Chuck Crist and Tom Myers at the 
safeties. Third-round draft choice Bob Watts 
was a linebacker at Boston College, but 
could be switched to safety, Craig Cassady, 
son of former all-pro Howard (Hopalong) 
Cassady, is another candidate for a safety 
spot. 

Special Teams: Punter Tom Blanchard 
retired. The Saints signed Oklahoma State 


punter Cliff Parsley, who averaged 42.7 
yards per punt in college, Placekicker Rich 
Szaro was consistent, hitting 18 of 23 field 
goals. But he will have competition, too, 
in Raphael Septien, who kicked nine over 
50 yards in three seasons al Southwest 
Louisiana. Galbreath did double duty as a 
return man on kickoffs, Clarence Chapman 
and Leon McQuay could be tried as punt 
and kickoff return men. The punt and kickoff 
coverage teams had some problems last year, 
giving up 11.6 yards per punt return, the third 
poorest mark in the NFL, and 25.2 yards on 
kickoffs, highest mark in the league. 

1977: The Saints showed they can play 
solid football. Their losses came by an 
average of only 6.6 points, Things look 
better for Stram with his strong running game 
and good linebackers, but Los Angeles and 
San Francisco are tough hurdles to overcome 
in the NFC West

Overview: In his first year as coach of the 
Eagles, Dick Vermeil promised to give every 
player he inherited a chance to prove his 
value. At the end of the season, 39 of the 43 
players on the team had been with the Eagles 
when the season started, The Eagles lived by 
that philosophy for one year, but now 
Vermeil says, “This year we will not pass 
up anyone who we think might be a step bet- 
ter than someone we're playing with.”” Ver- 
meil wasn’t displeased with his 1976 team, 
even though it won just four games.

Offense: The biggest change may come at 
quarterback. The trade that brought Ron 
Jaworski from the Los Angeles Rams to the 
Eagles for tight end Charles Young could 
turn the Eagles around. Jaworski is a holler 
guy, 4 leader who can set up quickly and pass 
with accuracy. The return of Roman Gabriel, 
who had missed almost an entire season with 
a knee injury, was pleasing to Vermeil. 
Gabriel needs just 571 yards to reach 30,000 
in his career, which also started with the

Rams. Mike Hogan and Tom Sullivan were 
the running backs at the end of last year. 
They finished with 561 and 399 yards, re- 
spectively, and both averaged more than four 
yards a carry. Hogan was a rookie in 1976, 
and Vermeil is looking for bigger things 
from him. James McAlister, a former run- 
ning back, will be tried as a wide receiver this 
year. The offensive line was vastly improved 
last year, Tackle Stan Walters and guard 
Jerry Sisemore were solid performers. Fourth- 
year pro Guy Morriss, the center, had his best 
season. Tackle Ed George and guard Wade 
Key also were regulars, but third-year pro 
Jeff Bleamer figures to push both men. Guard 
Tommy Luken, who was on the injured 
reserve list last year, also is back. The wide 
receivers could be the key to the season for 
the Eagles. Harold Carmichael is one of the 
superb pass catchers in the NFL; in the past 
four seasons he has caught 222 passes and his 
42 receptions last year ranked seventh in the 
NEC. He also showed good blocking skills 
Charlie Smith, who Vermeil feels has great 
potential, caught 27 passes. Keith Krepfle 
will take over at tight end, Vermeil said 
he would have been concerned about the 
loss of a tight end the quality of Young 
had Krepfle not been an Eagle. He's a 
good receiver and blocker. 

Defense: Only Seattle gave up more yards 
than the Eagles last year in the NFC, but 
Vermeil feels his experiment of sticking 
with the same people all of last year could be 
beneficial because the players now know his 
system, Left tackle Manny Sistrunk was the 
Eagles’ top defensive lineman, and he'll start 
next to Carl Hairston at end, who played well 
for a rookie last year. Will Wynn started 
every game at right end last season, but 
three men shared duty at right tackle, and 
Pete Lazetich should help. The most solid 
spot on the team is linebacker. In the middle. 
veteran Bill Bergey was voted as the top line- 
backer in the NFC last year by NFL players. 
The Eagles, realizing the defense needed 
shoring up, hired a new defensive coor- 
dinator, Marion Campbell, and a new 
secondary coach, Fred Bruney, Vermeil 
additionally has said he may install a three- 
four defensive alignment, to take advantage 
of the abundance of excellent linebackers 
he’s got. “Right now it looks like we will 
be in that defense the biggest percentage 
of the time,” said Vermeil. ‘‘Bergey had 
maybe the best year he’s ever had and 


much more will be expected of him on 
the field this year because of the new de- 
fensive system.’’ He won't be alone, Ber- 
gey is flanked by Frank LeMaster on the left 
and John Bunting on the right. The secondary 
must improve. Cornerbacks John Outlaw and 
Al Clark and safeties Randy Logan and Bill 
Bradley figure to be tested by the Eagles’ 
first two draft picks—on the fifth and sixth 
rounds—Skip Sharp of Kansas and Kevin 
Russell of Tennessee State.

Jim Otis, at 225 pounds, rarely uses finesse. 


Overview: Don Coryell ne to the NFL 
with a reputation as a “*big play’ coach at 
San Diego State. In 1976 his St. Louis Cardi- 
nals continued Coryell’s tradition with one 
of the most devastating offenses in the 
league, one that produced 366.9 yards per 
game (only Oakland, 370.7, averaged more). 
The Cardinals rebounded from an early sea- 
son slip against San Diego (43-24) and 
played well. Still, two defeats to Washing- 
ton, 20-10 in the mud of RFK Stadium and 
16-10 in St. Louis, made the Cardinals the 
first NFC team to go 10-4 and not make the 
playoffs. It was an incongruous season for 
Coryell, the last-minute magician who wins 
almost all the close ones. 

Offense: Jim Hart’s cool-hand manner pro- 
duced 218 pass completions in 388 attempts 
for 2,946 yards (third best in the NFL) and 
18 touchdowns. Hart is just as good as ever. 
but as insurance the Cardinals chose 6-foot 
2-inch quarterback Steve Pisarkiewicz of 
Missouri on the first round of the draft. The 
sudden development of Ike Harris as a 
receiver helped increase He 
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Cardinals Tiring

the Threshold 


Harris, a second-year pro from Iowa State, 
caught 15 passes as a 1975 rookie but 52 
last year to lead the team. That took a lot of 
the double-teaming pressure off speedster 
Mel Gray, who has traditionally been Hart's 
favorite target. With Terry Metcalf injured 
for part of the season, Jim Otis carried 233 
times (third highest in the club's history) 
for 891 yards. Metcalf missed only two 
games and remained a feared runner and re- 
ceiver. The reserves, Steve Jones and Wayne 
Morris, are solid journeymen, and running 
back George Franklin of Texas A&l was 
drafted on the second round. Hart was sacked 
only 17 times last year. One reason was his

another was great protection 


from a superior and still-developing offen- 


sive line. The ri side of the line, the one 
the Cardinals like to run to most, is manned 
by Conrad Dobler and Dan Dierdorf, two 
Pro Bow! selections. The left side. also 
high quality, has Roger Finnie and Bob 
Young. Another Pro Bowler, Tom Banks, 
is the center. The Cardinals were fortunate 
that the injuries that hit their ball-handling 
stars were minor. And they were further 
fortunate that none of the linemen, includ- 
ing top tight end J.V. Cain, sustained an 
injury which forced them to miss games. 
Finnie, Young, Banks, Dobler, Dierdorf, 
and Cain started every game. Otis, mean- 
. had to give way in the fifth week 
Gray was injured on and off, and 
Pat Tilley gave him some rest; Tilley also 
spelled Harris when he was hurt, as did 
Jackie Smith. 
Defense: The Cardinals gave up 292 yards 
game last year, so a few changes are likely. 
First. Norm Thompson, who had played out 
his option, was signed by Baltimore. Then 
the Cardinals obtained Perry Smith from 
Green Bay: he and Lee Nelson will vie for 
that job. Roger Wehrli, the club intercep- 
tion leader with four, is the other cornerback. 
The Cardinals are pleased with Ken Reaves 
and Mike Sensibaugh at safety, and Jeff 
Severson as backup. The defensive line is 
back intact after helping the team amass 31 
quarterback sacks. Bob Bell and John Zook 
are two quick 250-pound ends. Charlie 
Davis and Mike Dawson provide good inside 
pressure. Ron Yankowski will fight for an 
end spot. Larry Stallings has retired, so his 
linebacking spot will go to Al Beauchamp 


unless any of three draft choices—Kurt 
Allerman of Penn State, Andy Spiva of 


Tennessee. or Eric Williams of USC—ean 
challenge. Tim Keamey and Mark Arneson 
are the other linebackers. Reaves and Sen- 
sibaugh started every game last year, as 
did Wehrli. Nelson started just two when 
Thompson was out. 

Special Teams: Metcalf is still a potent 
punt and kickoff returner. He balked at such 
extra duty early last season, but still wound 
up averaging 11.1 on punts. The coaches 
hope Terry Joyce’s 36.4-yard punting aver- 
age improves. Jim Bakken was one of the 
finest field goal kickers in the league, hit- 
ting 20 of 27 field goals last year. He also 
made 33 of 35 extra points. 

1977: St. Louis was just a shade away from 


a playoff last year, and all the same offen- 
sive people who made the breathtaking plays 
of 1976 are back. The Cardinals will contend 
again.

Overview: At one point last year, the 49ers 
were 6-1 and appeared headed for a miracu- 
lous rebound from a 5-9 season in 1975. 
Then bad luck and four close defeats dropped 
the 49ers to 8-6 at season's end. Monte 
Clark, the head coach of that comeback team, 
is no longer with the club. His replacement, 
Ken Meyer, had been the Los Angeles Rams’ 
offensive coordinator. He retained Clark’s 
staff of assistants. 

Offense: The 49ers have the makings of an 
awesome running game with four-year pros 
Delvin Williams and Wilbur Je 
have power and speed, but Williams s 
exceptional talents last year with 1,203 
yards and a 4.9-yard average, the highest 
of any regular in the NFC. With Jackson 
gaining 792 yards, the tandem was just five 
yards shy of a total 2,000. Jackson added to 
the attack by catching a team-leading 33 
passes. Kermit Johnson is an able backup 
tunner, The wide receivers last year were 
Gene Washington, Jim Lash, and Steve

Gene Washing- 
ton caught 33 passes last year. Another 
player who will make a strong bid for a start- 
ing spot is the club’s top draft choice (third 
round), Elmo Boyd of Eastern Kentucky, a 
high-quality athlete with great speed (4.5 for 
the 40) and strength. The quarterback spot 
will be filled by a healthy (hopefully) Jim 
Plunkett. A shoulder injury hampered his 
passing last year, but an off-season of rest 
and recuperation reportedly has healed the 
damage. Scott Bull and Marty Domres are 
Plunkett's backups. The 49ers’ quarterbacks 
were sacked 34 times last year; some of the 
problems in the offensive line were the result 
of injuries. Steve Lawson at guard and Jean 
Barrett at tackle started every game on the 
left side, and Randy Cross and John Watson 
split time at center. Watson and Andy Maurer 
alternated at the right guard spot, with 
Keith Fahnhorst playing most of the year 
at right tackle, All of them are back healthy 
this year, as is guard Woody Peoples, who 
was injured all of last year, and they will 
get some assistance from’ tight end Tom 
Mitchell, a 230-pound blocking specialist 
who caught 20 passes last - 
Defense: They're calling the 49ers’ front 
four “The Gold Rush"’ after what it did in 
1976. Marauding in enemy backfields, the 
49ers led the league in quarterback sacks 
with 61, only six short of the NFL record 
(67 by the 1967 Oakland Raiders). The front 
line of left end Tommy Hart, tackles Jimmy 
Webb and Cleveland Elam, and right end 
Cedrick Hardman was helped later in the 
year by Tony Cline, who was acquired from 
Oakland. Hardman, who broke an ankle 
late in the season, will get his job back this 
fall; Cline will be the backup behind both 
Hart and Hardman. The 49ers’ league- 
leading sack total produced 573 yards lost. 
That’s an average of 41 yards per game 
the opponents went in the wrong direc- 
tion. Hart, the 250-pound perennial all- 
pro, had 16 sacks himself, The defense 
gave up just 127 yards a game rushing in 
1976, and three fierce linebackers—Skip 
Vanderbundt, Frank Nunley, and Dave 
Washington—had a lot to do with that, 
Nunley will try to come back from his third 
knee operation. Ed Bradley, acquired from 
Seattle, is a potential starter at middle line- 


backer. Cornerback Jimmy Johnson retired 
after 16 sensational seasons, but the 49ers 
feel second-year pro Eddie Lewis can step in 
adequately. Bruce Taylor is the other corner- 
back, with Mel Phillips and Ralph McGill 
at safeties. A fourth-round draft choice, 
Stan Black of Mississippi State, is a candi- 
date for a spot in the backfield, 

Special Teams: Kermit Johnson's 28.4-yard 
kickoff return average, and McGill's 10.3- 
yard punt return average were among the 
NFL’s best. Tom Wittum’s punts averaged 
40.9 yards. Steve Mike-Mayer hit 16 of 28 
field goals and showed good range but was 
erratic, Mike-Mayer may get a challenge 
from ninth-round draft pick David Posey of 
Florida. 

1977: With a potent ground game, a healthy 
Jim Plunkett, pass receiving potential, and a 
stout defense, the 49ers could challenge the 
Rams’ supremacy in the NFC West.

Relying on Trojans, McKay chose Ricky Bell 


Overview: Tampa Bay led the league in 
1976 in losses (14), players on the injured 
reserve list (17), and youth (average age 24 
years per man). But without losing his wry 
sense of humor, coach John McKay knew 
things would have to get better in 1977. The 
improvement began with the talent source 
McKay knew best—the University of South- 
ern California, 

Offense: Anthony Davis, a USC tailback, 
bought up his contract with Toronto of the 
Cunadian Football League last fall to rejoin 
McKay. Then McKay made Ricky Bell the 
number one selection in the NFL draft. With 
Davis at tailback and Bell at fullback, the 
Buccaneers figure to put some points on the 
board. The main question mark is at quarter- 
back, where the Buccaneers have five candi- 
dates. Tampa Bay waived last year’s starter, 
Steve Spurrier, obtained Gary Huff from 
Chicago, and plan to take a close look at 
Huff, Parnell Dickinson, Scott Gardner, 
David Jaynes, and rookie Randy Hedberg 
of Minot State. Dickinson played well in 
spats last year before he injured a knee (one

of 12 knee injuries on the team) and was lost 
for the season. The offensive line had so 
many injuries that only once during the 
whole season did Tampa Bay start the same 
people in two consecutive games. Two vet- 
erans (11-year tackle Milt Current and 10- 
year guard Howard Fest) played with rookies 
next to them for the most part—Steve 
Young, Charles Little, and Steve Wilson all 
started at times. The center was a promising 
four-year pro, Dan Ryezek, who logged 


more playing time than he had in three pre- 
vious seasons with Washington. Tight end 
Bob Moore, who was picked up from Oak- 
fand in the expansion draft, caught 26 passes 
last year. McKay's son, John Jr., and Mor- 


ris Owens wound up the season as the two 
top wide receivers. Owens, the former Dol- 
phin, is « speedster; John Jr. has good hands 
and instincts. The coach also can choose 
from little (5-9) Freddie Douglas and rookie 
Larry Mucker of Arizona State, a ninth- 
round draft choice. 

Defense: McKay has an abundance of line- 
backers, so he plans to use a three-four de- 
fense more this year. His three-man front 
has some solid talent . . . if it can stay 
healthy. Council Rudolph played free of 
injury last year, but Dave Pear and Lee Roy 
Selmon suffered injuries last year that kept 
them out of games. Pat Toomay, a seven- 
year pro who has been with Dallas and Buf- 
falo, is a top reserve, along with rookie 
Charles Hannah of Alabama. At linebacker, 
it’s not inconceivable that McKay could start 
three former Trojans. Richard Wood, the 
two-time All-America from USC, is secure 
as one inside linebacker. Former USC star 
Jimmy Gunn will battle four-year pro Jim 
Peterson at one outside post. Second-round 
draft pick Dave Lewis of USC could start 
anywhere, according to McKay. Calvin 
Peterson finished 1976 at one linebacker 
position, and McKay will switch Dewey, 
Lee Roy Selmon’s brother, to the position, 
too. McKay is pleased with the work done by 
his young, aggressive defensive secondary: 
the Buccaneers finished a respectable sev- 
enth in the AFC pass defense rankings. The 
starting cornerbacks, Mike Washington and 
Danny Reece, finished on the injured reserve 
list with knee problems, but both are back. 
Mark Cotney, who led the team with three 
interceptions, and Ken Stone, who had two, 
man the safety spots. Tampa Bay had a 
better defense than Seattle, the other ex- 


pansion team, even though McKay went 
into the 1976 allocation draft saying he 
wanted to get the best offensive players 
available. The Buccaneers gave up a re- 
spectable 160 yards per game passing, 
but the defensive line and linebackers per- 
mitted 5.1 yards per rush. The new de- 
fensive system may help matters and re- 
duce that figure. 

Special Teams: Davis and Isaac Hagins will 
return both punts and kickoffs this year. 
Davis stunned Notre Dame two years in a 
row with long returns for scores while he 
was at USC. Dave Green handled punts and 
placeKicking last year, and McKay is look- 
ing for improvement. It could come from 
Derek Smethurst of Durban, South Africa, 
a soccer player who plays for the Tampa 
Bay Rowdies. 

1977: With Davis and Bell, the Buccaneers 
could be one of the most improved teams 
in the NFL.

Overview: When Washington finished 1975 
with an 8-6 record and failed to make the 
playofts for the first time in George Allen's 
five years as coach, his critics had a good 
laugh and said Allen’s philosophy of csick- 
ing with proven players, regardless of age. 

Allen had the last 
laugh in 1976, when Washington used most 
of the same players—all of them a bit older 
and wiser—to post a 10-4 record and make 
the playoffs again. 

Offense: Allen feels his interior offensive 
line this season will be the best he’s had 
in Washington.

quarterback, Kilmer suffered a shoulder 
injury that kept him out of five games last 
year, yet still passed for 1,252 yards to give 
him a career total of 18,992, Joe Theismann, 
who passed for 1,036 yards in 1976, could 
see a lot of action if Kilmer is slowed. Mike 
Thomas, now in his third season, ran for 
1,101 yards in 1976 and was the team’s sec- 
ond-leading pass receiver with 28 catches 
Thomas scored nine touchdowns, five on 
runs and four on pass receptions. Former 
Jet John Riggins and former Cowboy Calvin 
Hill were the team’s second- and third-rank- 
ing rushers, Hill played much of the season 
with a hamswing injury, but he’s healthy this 
year, Another running back, Larry Brown, 
caught 17 passes and was used in third down 
situations. Charley Taylor, the NFL’s all- 
time leading pass receiver, is 34 but he's 
making what could be a miraculous return 
after sitting out 1976 with a shoulder injury. 
Frank Grant’s continued development as a 
receiver with 50 catches gives him one wide 
iver spot. Roy Jefferson, the team’s 
-leading receiver last season, has re- 
tired, The Redskins also will look at Larry 
Jones, who missed 1976 with an ankle in- 
jury, and Bryan Fryer, the only rookie to 
make the team last year, Jean Fugett was a 
steady tight end, ahead of the superb but 
aging Jerry Smith, 33. Fugett caught 27 
passes, six for touchdowns, last year 
Defense: The strongest aspect of the Wash- 
ington defense is its secondary, Washington 
opponents completed just 41.1 percent of 
their passes in 1976, the lowest figure in 
the NFL. The Redskins permitted just 11 
touchdown passes. Ken Houston and Jake 
Scott, the safeties, are awesome hitters. 
Each intercepted four passes. Joe Lavender, 
obtained from Philadelphia, led the team 
with eight interceptions from his cornerback 
spot. The other cornerback is Pat Fischer, a 
17-year veteran and perennial Pro Bowler. 
‘The average age of the 11 defenders is 32, 
and the oldest is one of the best: left end 
Ron McDole, 38.

ies, third rounder Thomas Howard 
and 12th round selection Ray Burks, 
also figure prominently. 


In the secondary, Tom Bettis has 
three incumbents, a promising sec- 
ond-year man and a number one 
draft choice to work with. The hold- 
overs are both safeties, Gary Bar- 
baro and Tim Gray, and old pro 
Emmitt Thomas. Tim Collier is 
leading the race at the moment to 
take over the left corner position 
vacated by Kerry Reardon. The 
number one is Gary Green, who’s 
contesting Collier (plus Thomas) 
and who'll return punts on the spe- 
cial teams. 

All of which leaves Bettis in a 
good frame of mind, “It’s true that 
we have five spots fairly well en- 
trenched and I would say that who- 
ever else makes the grade in the 
secondary may be the person who 
has the ability to play both corner 
and safety.” 

Three players, Ricky Wesson, 
Chris Golub and Steve Bograkos, 
are in the hunt for secondary work. 
Wesson, a converted wide receiver, 
is the third backup at left corner.

Golub is Gray's strong safety relief 
and Bograkos subs for Barbaro at 
free safety. 

“We've had some good battles. 
I think the defense as a whole is 
going to be improved because of a 
renewed attitude and the simplifica- 
tion of some of the systems we use. 
The alignments are what I’m talking 
about. We're relatively young in the 
line, so it became necessary to sim- 
plify the system. 

“Tf you look at our Detroit film, 
we used a basic four-three through- 
out and it didn’t take them long to 
figure out what we were doing. We 
had a few breakdowns here and 
there, but the coverage overall was 
pretty good. 

“T think we're on target for what 
we intended to do,” 

Steve Ortmayer, the Chiefs spe- 
cial team coach, has viewed the cut- 
downs with more than passing in- 
terest as he'll be using many of the 
backups and some starters in special 
team roles, 

“No matter what happens, we're 
going to be better on teams. this 
year,” sa Ortmayer, “For one 
thing, we have three outstanding 
returners in Gary Green, Larry 
Brunson and Lawrence Williams. 
We'll also be better because of some 


of our young players up front, guys 
like Thomas Howard, Jimbo Elrod, 
Ray Burks and Dave Rozumek, 

“And you can’t forget two of the 
best kickers in the game, Jerre! Wil- 
son and Jan Stenerud.” 

So much of the numbers game is 
subjective. “You'd love to have two 
players for every position,” says 
Christiansen, “but it’s just not pos- 
sible with a forty-three-man limit. I 
continue to wonder how we ever got 
along with just thirty-three players 
when [ was a player with Detroit,” 

Pratt makes a similar point, “You 
never want to let somebody go that’s 
going to help somebody else, In the 
case of the defensive line, that’s a 
draft item that you’ve got to go out 
and get on your own, The same is 
true for offensive linemen, 

“LE you take a look at the first 
two rounds of the 1977 draft, that’s 
a total of fifty-six players. Twenty- 
five of that fifty-six were offensive or 
defensive linemen, forty-five per 
cent, And that’s not really an un- 
usual year.” 

And now, 17 days before the next 
scheduled cutdown, the numbers 
game winds down a little. Maybe. 

Because no one ever knows when 
Les Miller, a sheet of waiver wire 
in his hand, will say, “Hey, I think 
this guy can help us. , .”

SUPER BOWL RINGS 


SYMBOLS OF CHAMPIONS: 


The Vince Lombardi trophy is the most 
coveted symbol of NFL supremacy. but 
the Super Bowl rings that are worn by 
the members of the champion clubs are 
equally revered, although they are not 
as well known to the public. 

The rings are unique because each 
Super Bowl champion is allowed to de- 
sign its own, subject to guidelines— 
including costs—set by the league 
constitution. 

Only a limited number of rings are 
produced—approximately 75 per club— 
and they are generally awarded only 
to the players, coaches, staff aides, and 
members of the front office of the win- 
ning team. The rings are jealously 
guarded mementos of pro football's 
highest achievement. 

Following their victory in Super Bowl 
XI, the Oakland Raiders undertook 
what was perhaps the most intense 
search yet for the design of a champion- 
ship ring. Four companies submitted 
designs that were considered by manag- 
ing general partner Al Davis, head 
coach John Madden, and executive 
assistant Al LoCasale. Before the de- 
signs were submitted, Davis made a 
personal tour of some of the Bay area's 
finest jewelry stores, studying rings 
for the particular characteristics that 
showed craftsmanship. Since this was 
his club’s first Super Bow! ring, he was

determined that it be superlative in de- 
sign and representative of the great 
honor it symbolized. 

After evaluating the designs submitted 
by each of the competing companies, 
the Raiders authorized Lenox Awards, 
Inc., a division of the Lenox Company. 
producers of fine china, to produce their 
ring. Designer Elliott Inberg’s creation 
incorporated all the elements the com- 
mittee felt were appropriate. The de- 
sign is extremely complex. The ring is 
manufactured of 14k white gold, set 
with 27 diamonds in and around a black 
spinel onyx center, and weighs an aver- 
age of 31 pennyweight. 

On one shank, there are designs that 
commemorate the Raiders’ winning of

the AFC title, followed by Super Bowl 
XI. On the other shank, the individual 
is commemorated, displaying the name 
and number of the player, his area (of- 
fense, defense, staff), his position, and 
the Raiders’ emblem. 

Since Super Bowl IV, all clubs have 
had the same amount of money to spend. 
It is interesting to see what each has 
done to realize the greatest value for 
the dollars available. 

The rings all feature diamonds of one 
size or another, and a variety of syn- 
thetic and natural stones, chosen to 
complement the primary colors of a 
particular team. The ring metal is solid 
gold, usually 10 karat because it is 
harder and less’ resistant to wear, but 
some of the rings also are 14 karat. The 
lightest ring weighs 21 pennyweight 
and the heaviest is 32 pennyweight. 
The largest of the rings—*‘a real knuckle 
buster,"” says Ken Westerland of Jos- 
ten’s—is the one Lombardi ordered 
after Super Bowl II. 

Marv Fleming owns the most Super 
Bowl rings, four. A tight end at Green 
Bay during their championship era, he 
later was traded to Miami just as the 
Dolphins began their ascent as the AFC’s 
dominant team. Fleming owns Super 
Bowl rings from having been on the 
winning team in Super Bowls I, II, 
VII, and VIII.

Vince Lombardi and his two captains, Bob 
Skoronski and Willie Davis, worked with Ken 
Westerland to design the Super Bow! | ring 
The ring is 10k gold and features a one-half 
karat diamond inset in a hemispheric globe. 
In 1967, gold cost about $32 an ounce. 
Today it is about $125 an ounce. Onone side 
of the shank, Westerland developed a detail 
from the Lombardi family crest and com- 
bined it in pattern with emblems of the AFL 
and NFL.

Game Il Green Bay Packers

With the knowledge that Super Bow! I! cul- 
minated his coaching career in Green Bay. 
Lombardi spared no effort in having a ring 
designed that exemplified his years of glory 
there. Again, Josten’s was commissioned to 
design the ring. The ring is 10k gold and fea- 
tures one full karat diamond braced by two 
one-half karat diamonds set in a tourmaline 
The cost, in 1968, was $1,900 each. Recent- 
ly, the ring has almost doubled in value and 
was appraised at $3,500. The largest of all 
Super Bowi rings in size, it weighs 30 penny- 
weight 


Game III New York Jets 
Balfour 


Joe Namath had guaranteed it, so Joe was 
given the job of designing the Jets’ Super 
Bow III ring with Balfour's Norman Shorrock 
The ring is 14k yellow gold, featuring a 
75-point diamond set in a football-shaped 
emerald spinel. Six smaller diamonds of 
approximately 20 points each surround the 
larger stone. The ring weighs 25 penny- 
weight and cost over $2,000 each in 1969. 
The Jets, first Super Bowl champions, from 
the American Football League, wanted a ring 
that eclipsed those of the already legendary 
Packers

Game IV Kansas City Chiefs 
Josten's 

Following Kansas City’s surprising 23-7 vic- 
tory over Minnesota, Chiefs coach Hank 
Stram and general manager Jack Steadman 
commissioned Josten’s to design a ring that 
epitomized the Super Bowl victory and ac- 
knowledged the club's tenth anniversary 
The ring is 10k gold, featuring a full karat dia- 
mond surrounded by 10 three-point dia- 
monds set in awhite gold plate, shaped like a 
football. The plate is set in a glowing synthet- 
ic ruby. The Kansas City ring weighs 30 pen- 
nyweight 


Game VII Miami Dolphins 
Josten's 

Managing general partner Joe Robbie and 
coach Don Shula wanted a special ring to 
commemorate Miami's 17-0 season in 1972, 
capped by the Super Bowl victory over 
Washington. The ring is 10k yellow gold, with 
a complicated double bezel featuring raised 
lettering. A full karat diamond is centered in 
an aquamarine stone and surrounded by 16 
3-point diamonds. On one shank is the Vince 
Lombardi trophy with "17-0" beneath it, The 
opposite shows Shula’s motto, “The Winning 
Edge.” The ring weighs 22 pennyweight. 


Game V Baltimore 

Josten's 
Baltimore general manager Don Klosterman 
supervised the design of his club's Super 
Bowl ring, working closely with Westeriand 
Awhite gold horseshoe surrounds a full karat 
diamond, which is set in an unusually large 
fire-blue spinel, measuring 16 mm, wide by 
14mm, high. Within the horseshoe are seven 
sapphires, vapor-plated on the back to make 
them more luminous.

After the Dolphins’ second consecutive Su- 
per Bowl victory, Joe Robbie asked Josten's 
to create a similar but simpler ring. Wester- 
land selected two 60-point diamonds, repre- 
sentative of the two seasons, and set them in 
an eliptical white gold mount, which was set 
ina large aquamarine stone. The ring, which 
is 10k yellow gold, has a replica of the Dol- 
phins’ emblem on one shank. The opposite 
side features the Vince Lombardi trophy and 
the inscription “Back to Back.”

Game X Pittsburgh Steelers 
Balfour 
For the Steelers’ second Super Bowl ring, 
Rooney worked with Shorrock to create what 
is perhaps the most unusual of all the Super 
Bow! rings to date. The ring is 14k yellow gold 
and features a complex cushion antique 
shape with dramatically raised wording. Two 
50-point diamonds were set in paladium, a 
precious alloy of the platinum family. The 
paladium was sculpted to display the Vince 
Lombardi trophy. The shanks are incised in 


Game VI Dallas Cowboys 
Balfour 

Shorrock created a stunning ring to com- 
memorate the Cowboys’ 24-3 Super Bowl 
victory over the Miami Dolphins, The ring 
features a large synthetic star-shaped sap- 
phire in which is centered an 80-point dia- 
mond. in between the points of the star are 
15 other diamonds—three 10-point, two 
5-point, and 10 one-half-point— creating a 
setting with a total of 1% karats. The ring is 
14k white gold with deep-cut detailing. The 
lightest of all existing Super Bowl rings, it 
weighs 21 pennyweight 


Game IX Pittsburgh Steelers 
Josten’s 

After the Pittsburgh Steelers upset the Min- 
nesota Vikings to win the club's first NFL 
championship in its 42-year history, club 
president Dan Rooney worked with Josten’s 
designer Ken Westerland on the ring. Rooney 
selected a cushion antique shape which 
involved a complicated inverted double bez- 
el to hold the stones. A one karat diamond 
was set in a genuine onyx. All wording and 
emblems on the shanks of the ring, which is 
10k white gold, are incised, It weighs 32 
pennyweight.
